Mexico City, May 8 — General Dor 
flrio Diaz issued a manifesto to the 
people of Mexico declaring his inten­ 
tion to resign the presidency as soon 


as peace is restored. 
In this manner the president vir 
tually has acc* ded to the demands of 
Francisco I. Madero, Jr., that he make 
announcement of such intention. 
As to when peace is actually re­ 
stored General Diaz reserves the right 
to be the judge 
It w ill be. in the 
words of the manifesto, ‘‘when his con­ 
science tells him 
that he 
will 
not 
leave his country in anarchy.” 
The president said his determina­ 
tion not to relinquish the presidency 
at this time was not due to vanity or 
love of power, because, as he pointed 
out, power at this time had no at­ 
traction, accompanied as it is bj tre­ 
mendous responsibilities and 
worry. 
He said he was prompted solely by a 
desire to conserve the best interests 
of his country. 
The president made it clear he does 
not purpose to abandon the presidency 
while his country is at war and that 
he would not do so at any time under 
compulsion. 


Promise Made to People. 


President Diaz’ manifesto will not 
be sent officially to Judge Carbajal 
for formal transmission to Dr. Vas­ 
ques 
Gome*. 
The 
promise of the 
president is made to the people of 
Mexico and its receipt by the revolu­ 
tionists will be incidental. 
That it w ill be sent to them imme­ 
diately, however, by private individ 
uals and that it will be regarded as 
entirely satisfactory by them is taken 
for granted. 
It was in a cabinet meeting General 
Diaz announced to his ministers his 
decision 
For two hours and a half 
they discussed the terms of the mani 
festo and at the conclusion there re­ 
mained nothing to do but to secure its 
official promulgation. 
Only in a general 
way does the 
manifesto refer to the revolution. The 
government’s jwisition is that General 
Diaz could not have made a public 
statement at an earlier moment and 
it is indicated that the revolutionists 
failed to observe the amenities of the 
peace negotiations by making them 
public. 
Officially it was stated that Madero 
and his advisers were guilty of be­ 
traying an agreement by injecting in­ 
to the conference, either secretly or 
openly, the question of the president’s 
resignation. 
It was declared that it 
had been agreed to in confidence that 
this point should not be permitted to 
become an issue. 


Discusses Political Conditions. 


As a prelude to the declaration of 
his willingness to retire the president 
discussed tile political conditions of 
the country and the efforts that have 
been made by the government to es­ 
tablish peace. 
He called attention to 
tile progress already made in the di- , 
rection of adopting the anti-re-election 
law and declared that the project of 
the reform of the electoral laws and 
of the judiciary were being studied. 
Ile showed further that the govern­ 
ment in all its acts showed its w illing­ 
ness to conform to the demand of the 
public in so far as it is wise and for j 
the best interests of tile country. 
Events leading to the beginning of 
negotiations for peace were taken up 
and it was indicated it was the dis­ 
position 
to 
take 
into consideration 
propositions the revolutionists had to 
make. 
Regarding the point upon which the 
rupture of negotiations occurred the 
manifesto declared 
that compliance 
•with demand 
for 
Diaz’ 
resignation 
could not be entertained for the rea­ 
son that 
his 
immediate resignation 
doubtless would precipitate a condi­ 
tion of anarchy throughout the coun­ 
try, while on the other hand, if his re­ 
tirem ent was fixed for a future date, 
the government would not have suffi­ 
cient stability to assure the return of 
normal conditions pending the selec­ 
tion of a new executive. 
in concluding General Diaz appealed 
to the patriotism of the people, call­ 
ing upon them to act together for tile 
peace and progress of the nation and 
eulogized the army.

Th ere la u distinction to be drawn 
between presence of mind and cour­ 
age. 
Persons wh o naturally are timid 
and nervous will In circumstances of 
great danger and excitement perform 
acts of h eroism th at would be beyond 
th eir powers on ordlnnry occasions. 
We speak of th ese as Instances of 
presence of mind. 
But If you ask 
th em th ey would tell you th at an in­ 
voluntary impulse rath er th an 
any 
premeditated course of action guided 
th eir will on th e occasion. 
Had th ey 
time for reflection wh en all th e th reat­ 
ening danger to th emselves h ad be­ 
come clear to th eir minds th eir n at­ 
ural timidity of ch aracter would h ave 
asserted itself and deprived th em of 
action. 
It is absence of fear th nt prompts 
th e soldier under a h eavy fire from 
th e enemy’s guns to go to th e assist­ 
ance of a wounded comrade and bring 
h im to a place of safety, and noth ing 
in h um an nature can compare with 
such self sacrifice. 
But in times of 
sudden emergency it is not always 
th e bravest wh o act with promptitude. 
Th e following story is an instance of 
th is: 
One of our transports was returning 
from th e Ph ilippines with invalided 
men, nnd one morning at sea n group 
of officers on th e deck discussed th e 
subject of firing sh ells. 
A soldier was 
told by th e colonel to bring nn empty 
sh ell with a fuse. 
Th e colonel took 
th e sh ell In h is h ands and. striking a 
match , ligh ted th e fuse. 
As th is slow 
ly burned and th e colonel proceeded 
with h is address to th e oth er officers 
anoth er soldier passed th e group, and 
th e moment h e caugh t sigh t of th e 
sh ell h e rush ed forward, exclaiming, 
"Look out. sir: th e sh ell Is a live one!" 
Th en h e did wh at never seemed to 
h nve come into th e inlnds of any In th p 
group of officers. 
He seized th e sh ell 
out of th e h ands of th e colonel and 
th rew it into th e sea. 
For th is service 
h e wns promoted. 
Th e soldier wh o 
h ad been told to bring an empty sh ell 
h ad 
gone 
to 
th e 
wrong 
magazine. 
Th ose wh o talked with th e man touch - ! 
ing th is incident sny th at h e repudi­ 
ated any idea of h aving done a brave 
th ing. 
“I don’t know.” h e said, "w h at 
made me seize th e sh ell out of th e 
colonel’s h and, but it came suddenly 
Into my mind, and I did it." 
It is th is 
wave of unconscious th ough t wh ich 
constitutes true presence of mind 
Th is 
will come to people of nervous and 
even cowardly natures. 
Th ere is of auth entic record th e case 
of a man known to be utterly deficient 
of courage wh o saved h imself from a 
very aw kw ard situation by an exh ibi- \ 
tion of real presence of mind. 
He was 
an English man and lived in a town in | 
th e midlands, wh ere h e was an organ 
1st. Late one evening h e was returning 
h ome th rough some of th e back streets, 
wh ich at th at h our were more or less 
empty of people. 
As h e went along, i 
h owever, 
h e 
noticed 
some 
distance ; 
ah ead of h im a man and a woman 
walking side by side, th e m an’s arm ! 
being around tlie w om an’s neck. 
.lust 
j 
under a street lamp th e couple stop 
ped for a moment, wh en tin* organist ; 
h eard a piercing scream and saw th e 
woman slowly falling from th e m an’s 
arms. 
Almost before sh e h ad roaeh ed 
th e ground 
th e 
man 
darted 
away 
down a side street and disappeared. 
Wh en th e organist came up to th e 
woman h e found, to h is h orror, th at 
sh e was lying in a i ool of blood. 
Ills 
first impulse was to run away and get 
clear of th e terrible scene, but h is bet­ 
ter feelings prevailed, and h e knelt 
down beside th e poor woman to see if 
h e could do anyth ing for h er. 
Wh en 
h e raised h er h ead h e found sh e was 
quite dead, with h er th roat cut front 
ear to ear. 
Reside Jier on th e pave­ 
ment lay a blood stained razor. 
Th e organist wns overwh elmed with 
h orror. 
Before h e could collect h im­ 
self a group of people bad gath ered, 
nnd presently 
h e h eard expressions 
such as "H** did it." "I tell you I saw 
h im." "Th ere is th e razor." "Th e fiend 
Wh ere are th e p o lir e ? ” "Hand h im 
over!"

Th en h e put h is 
h and over h er h eart and. turning to 
th e policeman, said as calmly as h e 
could: "1 am sorry to say th at I can 
h e of no furth er service h ere. 
Th e 
poor woman Is quite dead 
Th ere Is 
no action in th e h **art or th e pulse." 
In an instant th e m urm urs of th e 
crowd ch anged, and h e h eard “H e’s 
th e doctor" on nil sides. 
Th is was h is 
opportunity, and, slowly rising nnd 
affecting to be in no h urry, h e passed 
th rough th e crowd, wh o made way for 
h im. 
But wh en h e got clear of th e 
street and cntue to th e first turning h e 
took to h is h eels and ran for all h e 
was worth . 
Th e cowardly spirit got 
th e better of h im in th e end. 
He 
h eard th e next day th at th e murderer 
h ad gone straigh t to th e police station 
and 
given 
h imself up. — New 
York

Bake It In Clay Into a So lid Mass and 
Carv a It With an Ax . 
Wh en n Maine Indian h as th e ch oice 
of a h edgeh og, a skunk, a woodch uck 
and a muskrat for dinner h e will se­ 
lect th e first named Invariably and 
take th e skunk ns second ch oice, leav­ 
ing th e woodch uck, wh ich is th e only 
one of th e lot n Maine wh ite man will 
taste, to th e last. 
Unlike th e skunk 
and th e woodch uck, wh ich are lean 
nnd unsavory except for a few month s 
in th e fall, or th e muskrat, wh ich is 
never fat and wh ich h as a strong 
flavor in spite of parboiling, th e h edge­ 
h og is always in edible condition nnd 
h as m eat th at is ns tender nnd wh ite 
ns th nt of a spring ch icken. 
Th e meth od of cooking a h edgeh og 
is so simple th at a novice can team In 
one sh ort lesson. 
Wh en th e epicure Is 
permitted to make a ch oice h e sh ould 
sh un th e large old males, wh ich at 
times weigh th irty or forty pounds. 
Th e preparation consists In removing 
th e viscera, wash ing out th e interior 
and filling fh e cavity with slices if 
fat pork, peeled raw potatoes, sprigs of 
spenrmlDt nnd wild celery from th e 
brook. 
Th en, with out removing th e quills or 
skinning, th e body is plastered th ickly 
with wet clay from th e nearest bank. 
Th e muddy, bulky mass is th rust Into 
live coals and covered with blazing 
fagots to be roasted tor two h ours. 
On removal from th e coals, th e clay 
is found to h ave been baked into a 
h ard and solid mass, wh ich must be 
broken open with nn ax or a h eavy 
stone, wh ereupon th e skin and quills 
of th e animal cling to th e clay w rap­ 
ping and fall away, leaving th e clean 
wh ite meat ready to be eaten.—New 
York Herald.

A species of an ts which spin silk is 
comm on In hot countries. 
The ants 
nest In trees, binding the leaves to­ 
g eth er to m ake their nests. 
T h e silk 
used for this purpose Is not secreted 
by the adu lt ants, but by the larvae. 
In order to attach the silken th read s 
and d ra w the leaves together the an ts 
m u st carry the larvae about from leaf 
to leaf. 
W hen tw o d istan t leaves are 
to be d raw n together a rem arkable 
m ethod is employed. 
Five or six ants 
form a chain bridging th e gap between 
the leaves, each gripping the w aist of 
ano ther in its mandibles. 
A nu m ber of 
such chains will co-operate in bringing 
two leaves together.
